President Auriol Apparent- 
ly Trying to Get General 


To Join New National 


Union Government 


ELECTION IS PROBABLE 


Paris, Sept. 
8—(JP)—President 
Vincent Auriol called in De Gaul- 
lists for the first time today in an 
effort to solve the French crisis 
arising- from the overthrow of Rob- 
ert Schuman's 64-hour-old cabinet 
last night. 


A general election seemed prob- 
abie. 
Auriol apparently is trying to 


get followers of Gen. Charles De 
Gaulle to join a new National 
Union government until general 
parliamentary elections 
can be 


held. 
DeGaullists are Rightists. 
Former Premier Edouard Her- 
riot, a Radical Socialist (Conser- 
vative) announced he had declined 
to form a new cabinet because of 
his failing health. 
Heniott, 76, is president of the 
national assembly. He had confer- 
red earlier with Socialist Presi- 
dent Vincent Auriol. 
An announcement Issued after 
the meeting said Herriot told Aur- 
iol he felt his work at the national 
assembly imposed duties he could 
not escape. He added that his 
health was bad. 
The Rightists and the 
Com- 
munists defeated Schuman by six 
votes, with the aid of a split in 
the Conservative Radical Socialist 
party. 
The issue was over an 


58.33 cost of living

for 
French workers, many of whom 
work for the government in so- 
cialized industries. 
Schuman's government was the 
13th since the war ended and the 
fourth since the start of last year. 
Political informants said there 
was a strong 
possibility 
Auriol 
might turn to ailing, aged Edouard 
Herriot. 
Sources close to the president 
said the only solution now seems 
to be for a "caretaker" govern- 
ment to meet the nation's urgent 
economic problems and get ready 
for new general elections. For such 
a task, Herriot, 76, a former pre- 
mier and a Radical Socialist, ap- 
peared to be the only man on 
whom, there could be agreement. 
Party leaders with whom Aur- 
iol conferred this morning said he 
intends to name a premier today, 
feeling that the future is at stake. 
Whoever gets the job will face 
a growing wave of strikes and la- 
bor protests abput the high cost of 
living. He also will have to meet 
the problem of inflation. Those is- 
sues have upset French govern- 
ments ever since the war. 


The coalition 
government 
of 
Robert Schuman, patched together 
Sunday, resigned last night in the 
face of a six-vote defeat in the 
national assembly on a technical, 
parliamentary issue. The coalit- 
ion was made up of Schuman's 
own Popular Republicans, the Soc- 
ialists and the Radical Socialists. 
Fourteen Radical Socialist dep- 
uties bolted party lines and voted 
against Schuman on the crucial 
ballot last night. 
The Radical Socialists have split 
over Schuman's plan to give the 
workers of France a 2,500 franc 
(8.33) cost of living bonus. The na- 
tional 
executive 
committee 
of 
French employers went on record 
yesterday against the bonus, which 
would, cost about $390,000 000 all 
told. 


A fight Is brewing now over 
•whether the bonus will have to be 
paid, in the face of the fact that 
Schuman is out. 


The 295 votes against Schuman 
last night came mainly from the 
Communistes and Rightists. There 
were 289 votes for Schuman.

The lunch program at Eeaty building and the high school came 
in for considerable discussion.

A gloomy picture for over-all 
protection for Warren borough 
was painted for borough council- 
men at their September meeting 
in City hall last night, but definite 
steps were taken to alleviate two 
of the worst "sore spots" at Glade 
Run and on the South Side. 


Council President W. E. Rice, re- 
porting on a conference of borough 
officials with Col. Falkner, Pitts- 
burgh District Army Engineer, 
and Congressman Leon H. Gavin, 
said the "results were disappoint- 
ing" and the picture was anything 
but bright. 


Rice quoted Col. Falkner as say- 
ing that concrete flood walls along 
the Allegheny river to protect the 
South Side, the Times Square area 
and the West End would cost be- 
tween 31/-. and five million dollars, 
and that authorization for such a 
project at federal expense could 
not be obtained as long as the 
Kinzua 
flood-control 
reservoir 13 


on the books as an authorized 
project. 


Any prosepcts that the Kinzua 
dam might be built are still far 
in the future. 
It was explained 
that it would take at least live 
years to condemn the land, includ- 
ing the Indian reservations, which 
would be inundated by the »-eser- 
voir, and that it would take rn- 
other eight to 10 years 10 com- 
plete the actual construction of the 
project. 


Col. Falltner added that, while 
the project is "authorized", Con- 
gress has only appropriated one- 
fifth of the actual money needed 
to complete the structural plans 
and specifications, and that noth- 
ing has been earmarked for build- 
ing the dam itself. 


The district army engineer also 
was quoted as saying that the pro- 
posed $50,000 snagging and stream 
clearance project in the Allegheny 
River here "wouldn't begin to touch 
Warren's flood control problem," 
and that he couldn't conscientious- 
ly recommend such a move. 


He explained that deepening the 
stream channel wouldn't do much 
good at the time the work was 
done, and wouldn't be worth any- 
thing so far as flood control was 
concerned six -months later. 


One bright ray in the picture 
was presented, however when Col. 
Falkner agreed to reopen 
the 


Ohio River Valley Flood Control 
Report, so that his office could pre- 
sent Congressman Gavin with a 
detailed and comprehensive report 
on what it would cost to keep flood 
•waters out of Warren borough. 


The Congressman said he would 


continue his efforts to get some 
sort of flood control project auth- 
orized in Congress. A bill he in- 
troduced at the last session was 
among the hundreds of measures 
that were shunted aside "ri the big 
rush for adjournment. 


Col. Falkner told the conference 
that earth dikes along the Alle- 
gheny wouldn't solve the flood 
problem, but that they probably 
would provide some measure of re- 
lief, especially on the South Side. 


He said he could not recommend 
digging -materials for such dikes 
from the river bottom at federal 
expense, but that the borough 
probably could get approval with- 
out too much difficulty for build- 
ing earth dikes along the Cres- 
cent park on the south side at 
borough expense.

United States authorities are try- 
ing to reach the Russian com- 
mandant, Maj. Gen. Alexander 
Kotikov to protest the kidnapping. 
Official French sources also said 
they would protest. 


It was not learned whether this 
would be a joint U. S.-British- 
French action or whether each of 
the three powers would protest 
separately. 


"It's a pretty shabby deal from 
an International viewpoint," Col.
